In  accordance  with  the  Public  Health  Officers  Regulations,  1959 » 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  information  the  Annual  Report  of 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  1972. 

The  report  in  general  shows  a  good  standard  of  health  and  in  particular 
it  is  noteworthy  that  there  were  no  stillbirths  or  infant  deaths. 

The  estimated  population  of  the  district  increased  by  130  people, 
the  natural  increase,  that  is  excess  of  births  over  deaths,  being  54* 

Deaths  remained  below  the  national  rate  but  included  7  deaths  from  lung 
cancer  and  36  from  coronary  heart  disease.  Cigarette  smoking  is  a  very 
significant  factor  in  lung  cancer  and  implicated  in  coronary  heart  disease 
and  many  of  these  deaths  could  have  been  prevented  had  the  subjects  not 
ignored  the  clear  evidence  of  the  dangers  of  cigarette  smoking  which  is 
now  available. 

The  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  was  very  low, 
primarily  due  to  a  marked  drop  in  notifications  of  measles.  It  would  be 
tempting  but  misleading  to  ascribe  this  fall  to  immunisation.  It  is  more 
likely  that  we  are  seeing  a  return  to  the  biennial  periodicity  of  this 
disease  which  was  a  marked  feature  before  the  natural  pattern  was  disturbed 
by  immunisation.  Measles  is  still  a  disease  with  an  appreciable  incidence 
of  serious  complications  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  more  parents  will  take 
advantage  of  the  protection  that  is  available  to  their  children  by  immunisation. 

The  environmental  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department  is  dealt  with 
in  the  report  of  Mr.  G.  Penistone,  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  which 
follows.  I  am  greatly  indebted  to  Mr.  Penistone  for  maintaining  the  work  of 
the  department  during  this  difficult  transitional  period  and  in  particular  for 
his  help  in  compiling  this  report.

(b)  AMBULANCE  FACILITIES ,  These  services  are  provided  by  the  County  Council  under 
the  direction  of  Br.  D.G.H.  Prtey,  The  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

(c)  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME.  The  West  Suffolk  County  Council  District  Nurse-Midwives 
carry  out  these  duties. 

(d)  CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES.  County  Council  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  were  held 
at  the  Health  Clinic,  Newmarket,  each  Tuesday,  and  at  the  Scout  Hall,  Exning,  on 
one  Thursday  each  month.

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SECTION  D 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER 

The  Urban  District  is  supplied  with  water  by  the  Ely,  Mildenhall  and 
Newmarket  Water  Board.  Only  five  houses,  all  in  remote  parts  of  the  district, 
are  without  a  main  water  supply.  The  Board  has  three  reservoirs  at  Warren 
Hill  having  a  total  capacity  of  about  1-f  million  gallons.  These  are  linked 
together  and  under  normal  conditions  receive  water  from  pumping  stations  at 
Chippenham  and  Southfields  and  supply  a  large  part  of  the  Newmarket  Rural 
District  as  well  as  the  Urban  District.  In  emergencies  water  can  also  be 
brought  into  this  system  from  the  pumping  stations  at  Lower  Links  and  Moulton 

The  waters  from  all  these  stations  are  derived  from  the  chalk  and  are 
very  similar  in  character 

Six  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  the  well  at  Southfields  Pumping 
Station  and  nine  samples  were  taken  from  the  mains  for  bacteriological 
examination.  The  results  of  these  samples  showed  the  quality  of  the  water 
to  be  satisfactory. 

A  sample  of  water  was  taken  by  the  Water  Board  from  the  well  at  Southfields 
Pumping  Station  for  chemical  analysis.  The  Analyst’s  report  indicated  that  the 
chemical  examination  was  sa/bisfactory  and  that  there  was  no  significant  change 


in  quality  of  the  water.

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Environmental  Health  Services  Operated  by  the  Engineer's  Department 


1.  Scweraeand  Sewage  Disposal 

1.1.  The  Contract  awarded  to  Biggs  Wall  and  Co.  Ltd.  for  the  construction  of 
a  new  sewage  treatment  works  off  the  Fordham  Road  was  commenced  in  May 
1972  and  is  expected  to  become  operational  in  March  1974* 

The  36"  dia  trunk  sewer  which  has  been  laid  from  the  site  of  the  old 
works  to  the  new  works  is  now  completed  and  tested.  The  sedimentation, 
storm  water,  sludge  storage  and  aeration  tanks  and  main  pumping  station 
sub-structure  are  all  now  substantially  complete.  The  main  construction 
efforts  at  the  moment  are  now  being  concentrated  on  the  two  final  settling 
tanks  and  the  sludge  pumping  station. 

Work  on  the  regrading  and  improvement  of  the  No.  1  Public  Brain  between  the 
effluent  outfall  and  the  Urban  District  boundary  has  also  been  completed. 

The  total  value  of  the  contract  is  approximately  £740,000. 

1.2.  In  order  to  accommodate  the  flows  arising  from  proposed  development  as 
Newmarket  grows  to  its  target  population  of  20,000  the  existing  trunk  sewer 
through  Phantom  and  Moreton  Studs  is  to  be  replaced  by  a  27in  dia  sewer  which 
will  be  laid  from  Exeter  Road  to  the  Central  Depot.  Tenders  are  to  be  invitee 
in  the  near  future. 

1.3  The  maintenance  of  the  two  existing  sewage  treatment  works,  pumping  stations 
and  the  temporary  sewage  treatment  plant  at  Studlands  Park  has  been  carried 
out  by  direct  labour  as  in  previous  years, 

1.4  The  Council  has  continued  to  operate  a  cesspool  emptying  service  for  those 
properties  within  the  Urban  District  not  yet  connected  to  a  public  sewer. 

The  new  1100  gallons  capacity  vehicle  recently  purchased  for  this  function 
is  also  used  for  gulley  emptying  and  other  related  services. 

1.5  Under  Local  Government  and  Water  Reorganisation  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal 
functions  will  be  transferred  to  the  new  Regional  Water  Authorities  although 
the  sewerage  element  will  be  undertaken  by  district  councils  on  an  agency 
basis  and  it  is  likely  that  sewage  disposal  will  also  be  undertaken  on  an 
agency  basis  as  an  interim  measure. 


2.  Public  Cleansing  and  Refuse  Collection 

The  cleansing  and  maintenance  of  some  35  miles  of  highway  and  the  collection 
of  domestic  and  trade  refuse  has  been  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  direct 
labour  department  as  in  previous  years. 

Two  new  refuse  collection  vehicles  have  recently  been  purchased,  one  of  the 
old  vehicles  being  retained  as  a  standby. 

Refuse  collection  will  remain  a  district  council  function  under  local 
Government  Reorganisation. 


3.  Refttse  Disposal  and  Pulverisation 

The  joint  scheme  for  the  disposal  of  refuse  from  the  Newmarket  Rural  and 
Urban  District  areas  has  continued  to  work  satisfactorily.  Approximately 
20,000  tons  of  refuse  has  been  processed  since  the  pulverisation  plant  was 
brought  into  operation  in  May  1971* 

Refuse  disposal  will  become  a  County  Council  function  under  Local 
Government  Reorganisation  but  once  again  district  councils  will  Tinder- 
take  this  work  on  an  agency  basis  as  an  interim  measure.

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NOISE  ABATEMENT  ACT  I960 


Eleven  complaints  about  nuisance  from  noise  were  received,  and  forty-five 
inspections  were  carried  out.  The  complaints  concerned  :- 

Dust  extractors  connected  with  woodworking 
machinery  at  a  factory 

Diesel  electric  power  generator  at  a  factory 
Air  compressor  at  a  factory 
Building  works 

Use  of  unmuffled  pneumatic  picks 
Noise  from  road  vehicles 

The  complaint  about  noise  from  dust  extractors  at  a  factory  necessitated 
numerous  visits  and  recordings  of  noise  levels  with  a  sound  level  meter,  including 
visits  during  night  shift  working  at  the  factory.  The  sound  levels  recorded  were 
not  such  as  to  necessitate  action  under  the  Noise  Abatement  Act. 

The  other  complaints  were  dealt  with  by  informal  action. 


CLEAN  Aik  ACTS 

In  the  Annual  Report  for  1971  reference  was  made  to  the  action  which  had  been 
taken  concerning  nuisance  caused  by  the  emission  of  smuts  from  a  chimney  serving  an 
oil-fired  boiler.  During  this  year  a  new  insulated  chimney  was  erected  to  serve  thal 
boiler  and  the  nuisance  was  abated.

SWIMMING  POOL 

The  Council  own  a  modem  open-air  swimming  pool,  water  for  which  is  obtained 
from  the  mains.  Circulation  of  the  water  is  continuous,  the  water  being  passed 
through  a  Bell  horizontal  sand  filter  and  chlorinated. 

The  pool  was  open  from  the  6th  May  1972  to  the  10th  September  1972.  The 
number  of  tickets  sold  was  14,933  of  which  3,072  were  issued  to  adults  and 
11,861  to  children.  In  addition  there  were  4  adult  and  23  children  season 
ticket  holders. 

Arrangements  were  made  with  the  West  Suffolk  Education  Committee  and  the 
Cambridgeshire  Education  Committee  for  use  of  the  swimming  pool  by  school  children 
on  each  morning,  Monday  to  Friday,  during  the  school  summer  term. 

Four  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  the  pool  for  bacteriological  examination. 
The  results  showed  that  a  satisfactory  standard  was  maintained. 

Six  inspections  were  made  regarding  the  cleanliness  of  dressing  cubicles, 
sanitary  accommodation  and  pool  surrounds.

IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS 

The  Public  Health  Department  is  responsible  for  the  administration 
of  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Acts  relating  to  discretionary  and  standard 
house  improvement  grants,  and  this  work  is  the  main  part  of  the  Department's 
housing  duties.  There  is  a  steady  demand  from  house  owners  for  information 
about  house  improvement  grants  and  work  in  this  connection  showed  a  slight 
increase  compared  with  that  for  the  previous  year.  Many  young  couples  seeking 
a  home  of  their  own  and  unable  to  meet  the  high  costs  involved  in  purchasing  a 
modern  house,  are  buying  older  type  houses  and  improving  them  with  the  aid  of 
grant.

The  complaints  were  dealt  with  by  informal  action.  In  the  cases  of 
foods  affected  by  moulds  the  retailers  concerned  were  warned  that  care 
should  be  taken  to  ensure  proper  stock  rotation. 

The  thread-like  worms,  "filaria  bicolor",  which  were  found  in  fried 
fish  are  a  natural  parasite  infesting  the  musculature  of  round  fish 
especially  cod,  and  if occurring  in  only  small  numbers  they  are  very 
difficult  to  detect.  They  are  harmless  to  man  and  are  destroyed  by 
cooking  but  the  retailer  was  warned  of  the  necessity  to  look  for  these 
works  when  preparing  fish  for  sale.
